REPORT 

1. On October. 2009, a notification being S.O. 2523(E) was 

issued by Mr. Naveen Verrp.a, Joint Secretary.-Ministry, of Home 
Affairs, Government of India to the effect that the Central Government 

is of the opinion that the activities of the National Liberation Front of 
■ Tripura and its various wings (hereinafter referred to as the NLFT) 
and the All Tripura Tiger- Force (hereinafter referred to as 'the ATTF) 
are detrimental to the sovereignty and integrity of India and that they 
are unlawful associations. Consequently, in exercise of powers 
conferred by Section 3(1) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 

1967 (hereinafter referred to as the Act), the Central Government 
declared the NLFT and the ATTF to be uniav'/ful associations. 
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2. The Central Government was also of the opinion that there is a 
need to immediately curb and control the activities of these two 
associations and, therefore, it was of the opinion that it is necessary 
to declare them as unlawful associations with immediate effect, in 
exercise of powers conferred by Section 3(3) of the Act. 


3. For the purposes of Section 3(1) of the Act, the Central 
Government was of the opinion that the NLFT and the ATTF have: 

(i) been engaging in subversive and violent activities, 
thereby undermining the authority of the Government 
and spreading terror and violence among the people 

. for achieving their objectives; 

(ii) established linkages with other unlawful associations, 
viz., the United Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA) and 

' Meitei Extremist Outfits of Manipur with the aim of 
mobilizing their support; 

(iii) in pursuance of their aims and objectives in recent past 
engaged in violent and unlawful activities which are 
prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India. 


4. In respect of the violent and unlawful activities, the Central 
Government included the following activities: 

(a) Killing of civilians and personnel belonging to the 
Police and Security Forces; 

(b) Extortion of funds from the public including 
businessmen and traders In Tripura; 

(c) Establishing and maintaining camps in neighbouring 
countries for the purpose of safe sanctuary, training, 
procurement of arms and ammunitions, etc; 

(d) Causing and fomenting communal clashes between 
the Tribal and non4ribal communities in Tripura. 
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5. For the purposes of exercise of power under Section 3(3) of the 
Act, it was stated that, unless their activities are immediately curbed 
and controlled, the NLFT and the ATTF would take the opportunity to: 

(i) mobilize their cadres for escalating their secessionist, 
subversive, and violent activities; 

(ii) propagate anti-national activities in collusion with 
forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and national 
integrity; 

(iii) indulge in killings of civilians and targeting of the Police 
and Security Forces personnel; 

(iv) procure and induct illegal arms and ammunitions from 
across the international border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds from the public for their 
unlawful activities. 

6. Under these circumstances, and in exercise - of powers 
conferred by Section 5(1) of the Act, this Tribunal was constituted by 
a notification S.O. 2785(E) dated 30'^ October, 2009 issued by Mr. 
Ray Pratap Nath, Secretary, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of 
India. By virtue of Section 4(1) of the Act, the Tribunal is required to 
adjudicate whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the 
NLFT and the ATTF as unlawful associations within the meaning of 
that expression defined under Section 2(p) of the Act. 

7. In support of its case, the Central Government made a 
reference to the Tribunal and submitted details regarding the aims, 
objects and violent activities of the NLFT and the ATTF 

8. On 12‘^ November, 2009, notice was issued by this Tribunal, to 
the NLFT and the ATTF to show cause why the NLFT -and the ATTF 
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be not declared unlawful associations. ^ It was directed that service 
be effected on the two associations at the addresses, as may be 
available, as also by publication in local newspapers circulated in the 
localities where the associations have their establishments or their 
presence is known, In the State of Tripura and outside. The 
publication was to be made both in English and in the regional 
vernacular language; as also by announcements in the electronic and 
print media; by affixation of the notice at conspicuous places of the 
office; if any of the said associations and by serving a copy of the 
notice where possible on the principal officer bearers, if any, of the 
associations, at their address(es) by registered post or otherwise. It 
was also directed that a proclamation be made by .beat of drums as 
weir as loudspeakers, in areas where the activities of both the 
associations are believed to be ordinarily carried on, about the 
contents of the notice and the Gazette notification. It was further 
directed that the notice along with copy of the Gazette notification 
dated 03.10.2009 be displayed on the notice board(s) in the office of 
each District Magistrate/Tehsildar at the Headquarters of the 
District/Tehsil and the office of the Deputy Commissioner and market 
places, as feasible. 

9. Pursuant to the order dated 12*^ November, 2009, the State of 
Tripura filed an affidavit dated 16'^ December,’ 2007 to the effect that 
service has been effected on the associations by giving adequate 
publicity to the notice. The Central Government also filed an affidavit 
dated December, 2009, to the effect that the two associations 
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have been served as directed by this Tribunal in order dated 
12.11.2009. 

10. Despite service, there was no appearance on behalf of either of 
the two associations. Accordingly, by an order dated 17'^ March, 
2010, both the NLFT and the ATTF were proceeded against ex parte. 

11. In support of their case for declaring the NLFT and the ATTF as 
unlawful associations, the Central Government filed an affidavit dated 
18‘^ December, 2009 and the State of Tripura filed an affidavit dated 
11**^ January, 2010. An additional affidavit dated 27^^ January, 2010 
was also filed by the State of Tripura. 

12. In the affidavit dated 18^^ December, 2009, of Mr. R.R. Jha, 
Director, Ministry of Home Affairs, filed on behalf of Central 
Government, it is stated that the NLFT was formed in June, 1989. In 
February, 2001, Nayanbasi Jamatia, one of the top leaders of NLFT, 
along with his followers formed a new group by the name of NLFT 
"(N). A Memorandum of Settlement was signed with NLFT (N) on 
17.12.2004, after which a few cadres of the NLFT (N) joined the 
mainstream. However, majority , of cadres of NLFT, under the.r-i 
leadership of Biswamohan Debbarma, continued to indulge in 
violence. The ATTF was formed in 1993 and is led by Ranjif ' 
Debbarma. The professed aim of both the organizations is to 

establish a separate country by secession of Tripura from the Indian 

■ / 

Union in alliance with other armed secessionist organizations of the 
• North Eastern Region. 
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13. It is stated that the ATTF as well as its political wing, namely, 
the Tripura People Democratic Front (TPDF) has been observing 
‘Black Day’ on October 15 in protest against the merger of Tripura 
into India and has also been boycotting Independence Day/Republic 
Day celebrations every year. Along with some other organizations, it 
has been criticizing “annexation” of Tripura to India as ‘illegal’ and 
propagating the upholding of the sovereignty and independence of 
the State. 


14. It is stated that the NLFT continues to remain active in three out 
of four districts of Tripura. The area of influence of NLFT includes 
remote areas in the Kanchanpur PS area of North Tripura District, 
Ambassa, Chamanu, Manu, Ganganagar, Gandacherra, Salema and 
Kamalpur PS areas of Dhalai district and Kalyanpur, Champahour, 
Teliamura, Mungaikami and Srinagar PS areas in West Tripura 
district. The dominance of the ATTF is confined to interior pockets of 
Sidhai, Mandai, Lefunga, Ranir Bazar, Takarjala, Khowai, Jirania, 
Teliamura, Kalyanpur and Champahour areas of West Tripura district. 


15.- It is stated that the leaders of the NLFT stay -in camps in 
Bangladesh and frequently visit Tripura for carrying out their 
activities. The headquarters of the association is in Bangladesh and it 
has its hideouts and shelters in that country. Most of the violent 
incidents in Tripura have been planned and executed by the NLFT 
from Bangladesh. The organization maintains close nexus with the 
other North East insurgent groups particularly the National Socialist 
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Council'of Nagaland (Issac-Muivah) and National Democratic Front pf 
■ Boroland (NDFB) for procurement of arms and training. The 
organization also maintains links with ISI of Pakistan. 

16. Similarly, the ATTF also has training camps, hideouts and 

shelters in Bangladesh and maintains close links with other terrorist 
organizations of the North-East especially for the purpose of 
procurement of arms and training facilities. The ATTF has also been 
utilizing the territory of Bangladesn for committing violence in Tripura 
and for procuring arms. It is also maintaining links with ISI of 
Pakistan. . 

17 . It has further been stated in the affidavit that the areas covered 
by 40 police stations in the State (34 Police Stations in full and 6 
Police Stations in part) have been declared as disturbed areas by the 
State of Tripura under the Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958 
and despite the, declaration of these two organizations as ‘unlawful 
associations’Junder the Unlawful Activities'(Prevention) Act, 196 for 
quite some time, violence and extortion activities by both the 
organizations, have continued.

,18. It-is stated-that the-attacks on non-tribals have given-rise to' 
frequent ethnic tension between the tribals and the Bengalis as a 
result of which innocent people have fallen victim causing a wide 
schism between the tribals and non-tribals in the State creating a 
volatile ethnic situation. It is stated, that of-late security forces and 
tribals have become the main targets of the violence oHhe NLFT and 
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a large number of secuYity forces personnel have been killed and 
extortion, looting, kidnapping, abduction etc. is quite rampant. During 
the month of December, 2008, the outfit targeted the Border Security 
Force (BSF) party, escorting border-fencing workers, on four 
occasions. In these attacks 5 persons, including 3 BSF personnel, 
were killed and 5 persons, including 3 BSF personnel, received 
injuries. Main source of income of the outfit is through extortion, 
looting and kidnapping/abductions for ransom. The outfit has also 
been issuing “tax notices" in the name of ‘Revenue & Tax 
Department, Government of Twipra Kingdom’ and continues to target 
the companies engaged in border fencing project and beneficiaries 
under. National Rural Employment Guarantee Act-2005 in the State 
for the purpose. The violence of the outfit is mainly dictated by the 
need for raising large amounts of money, which is utilized for 
purchasing or arms and ammunitions, housing and stay of its 
leaders/cadres in Bangladesh, the running of training camps and to 
meet the day-to-day expenditure of the outfit. 

19. As regards the ATTF, it is stated that it has been indulging in 
extortion of money from businessmen and Government employees in 
the name of ideology and has also resorting to abduction for ransom. 
While the violence by the ATTF had shown significant decrease 
during the last few years largely because of disenchantment among 
its cadres over the functioning of the outfit the arrogant attitude of its 
leaders and wide spread public opinion against violence, the outfit 
retains its striking prowess as it evident from the serial explosions 
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J\ED) of 01.10.2008 engineered by the outfit, in which 74 people 
suffered splinter/burn injuries. The outfit also remains stubborn 
regarding negotiations saying that it would participate only if talks 
would be held on the issue of ‘sovereignty’ in the presence of a 
representative of United Nations. 

20. The deponent along with his affidavit has filed an annexure 
wherein details of some incidents, committed by the NLFT and the 
ATTF In 2007, 2008 and 2009 (till 31®^ July) have been given. These 
incidents/details have also been referred to in the documents filed by 
the State of Tripura and will be dealt with at the appropriate stage. 

21. The State of Tripura has also filed an affidavit and produced 14 
witnesses to support the declaration. 

22. In the affidavit filed on behalf of the State of Tripura, documents

23. The State of Tripura by way of an additional affidavit has placed 
on record charge sheet filed In FIR No. 157 of 2008 dated 1.10.2008 
registered at East Agartala (West Tripura District) in connection with 
series of explosions In Agartala Town on 1.10.2008, EX.P-3/W-2 
(Colly). It is stated in the additional affidavit that ATTF militants 
carried out series of explosions at Agartala Town on 01.10.2008 in 
which a number of people were killed and seriously injured due to 
the said violent activities of the members of the banned organization.

25. Witness No.1 to 13 have filed separate affidavits and have 

tendered their respective affidavit filed as evidences apart from 

making depositions before this Tribunal on 17.03.2010 and- 

18.03.2010., Their depositions are being summarized as under: - 

PW-1 who is working as the District Magistrate of West 
Tripura district, deposed that the show cause notice dated 
12.11.2009, has been published under his instructions in five 
local English^ newspapers and three local vernacular 
newspapers by the concerned Department, of the State ' 
Government. The original newspapers were produced 
before this Tribunal and photo copies of the same are placed 
on record exhibited as Ex. P-1 AA/-2 (Colly). He further 
deposed that wide publicity to the show cause notice was ., 
given through the All India Radia, Agartala and Doordarshan 
■■■■ ■■ Agartala. The confirmation of the above by the concerned 
Department is also placed on record as Ex.P-l/W-S (Colly). 

The show cause noiice was also displayed on the official 
website of the State of Tripura through the National 
Informatic Centre. Printout of the website bos' also been 
filed and exhibited as Ex.P-1AA/~4. While giving his 
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Statement before the Tribunal, PW-1 deposed that and 
during the course of his duties, he has to visit areas under 
his jurisdiction, to take stock of developmental activities. 
There are 16 blocks under his jurisdiction, which consists of 
400 villages. During his interaction with the locals of the 
area, he has learnt that the members of the NLFT and the 
ATJF and their factions- are involved and responsible for 
subversive activities in the' area, with the objective of 
achieving their professed aim of establishing an independent 
'Borokland Tripura' by liberating Tripura from the Indian 
Union. During the last Republic Day and Independence Day 
these organizations had called for boycott and raised black 
flags in the interiors to restrain the public from participating in 
the celebrations. 

PW-2, the District Magistrate, Dhalai District, deposed 
that ban on these organizations w'as imposed for the first 
time in the year 1997. Since the organizations have 
continued in their secessionist and violent activities and they 
remain banned. He produced copies of the notifications 
issued by the Government of India declaring the two 
organizations as unlawful. Copies of the five such 
notifications issued in the years 1997, 1999, 2005, 2007 and 
2009 have been placed on record and are marked as Ex.P- 
2/W-1 (Colly). He also deposed that during interactions with 
the local people as also from secret informers, he has learnt 
that the members of the-NLFT and ATTF and their factions 
are involved and responsible for subversive activities in the 
area, with the objective of achieving their professed aim of 
establishing an independent Borokland Tripura’ by liberating 
Tripura from the Indian Union. During the last Republic Day 
and Independence^ Day these organizations had called for 
boycott and raised black flags in the interiors to restrain the 
public from participating in the celebrations. They have been 
indulging in secessionist and subversive activities which 
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threaten the sovereignty of the country, disturbs public 
orders, development in the State and creates terror amongst 
the people. It has been corroborated from reliable sources 
that these organizations have procured lethal weapons such 
as landmines, rocket launchers, RPGs etc. PW-2 further 
deposed that on 22.02.2010, the security force personnel 
were attacked by the cadres of the ATTF and the NLFT 
which resulted in injuries to the security force personnel. FIR 
No. 13/10 dated 22.02.2010 w/as registered in PS Manu, of 
his district, in this regard. A certified copy of the same was^ 
tendered in evidence and is exhibited as EX.P-2/W-2. 

During the course of his examination in chief, PW-3 
has produced a gist of FIRs, details of which has been set 
out in his affidavit. Carbon copies of the FIRs mentioned in 
the gist were produced before this Tribunal.. The gist and the 
certified copies of the FIRs are placed on record and 
exhibited as EX.P-2/W-1 (Colly) and EX.P-3/W-2 (Colly), 
respectively. 'He has deposed that during the course of his 
duties as Superintendent of Police, West Tripura he has 
come to know that the NLFT and the ATTF and their factions 
are involved and responsible for subversive activities in the 
area, with the objective of achieving their professed aim of 
establishing an independent Eorokland Tripura’ by 
‘liberating Tripura from the Indian Union’. They have been 
indulging in secessionist and subversive activities which 
threaten the sovereignty of the country, disturbs public order, 
development in the State and creates terror amongst the 
people. They have procured lethal weapons such as 
landmines, rocket launchers, RPGs, etc which they are using 
against the security forces. During the last Republic Day and 
Independence Day these organizations had called for 
boycott and raised black flags in the interiors to restrain the 
public from participating in the functions. He further deposed 
that besides the incidents mentioned in his. affidavit, even on 
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15.11.2009, there w/as a firing incident by the members of 
the NLFT on the security forces without there being any 
provocation. A case was registered in PS Mungaikami, 
falling within his district. Certified copy of the FIR has been 
placed on record and exhibited as Ex.P-ZAN-3. P\N-3 further 
stated that although there is no incident reported thereafter 
in West Tripura, where he is posted, however, he has come 
to learn about another incident where the members of the 
ATTF and the NLFT had attacked security farces in March, 
2010. 

PW-4, Superintendent of Police, North Tripura District, 
has specifically deposed in his evidence that the four FIRs 
out of the 24 FIRs mentioned in para 2 of his affidavit, 
pertain to his District, Certified copies of the FIRs are placed 
on record and exhibited as Ex.P-4A/\/-1 (Colly). This witness 
has also categorically deposed that there was an incident in 
November, 2009, in his District in which 8 persons were 
killed by the NLFT and a case stands registered yvith PS 
Kanchanpur. Certified copy of the said FIR dated 
10.11.2009 is placed on record and exhibited as Ex.P-4A/V-2 
He further deposed that during the course of his duties, as 
well as on the basis of secret information received and the 
incident, which took place in November, 2009, the members 
of the ATTF and the NLFT and their factions are involved 
and responsible for subversive activities in the area, with the 
objective of achieving their professed aim of establishing an 
independent ‘Borokland Tripura' by liberating Tripura from 
the Indian Union'. They have been indulging in secessionist 
and subversive activities which threaten the sovereignty of 
■ the country, disturbs public order, development in the State 
and creates terror amongst the people. They have procured 
lethal weapons such as landmines, rocket launchers, RPGs, 
etc which they are using against the security forces. Oaring 
the last Republic Day and Independence Da^ these 
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organizations had called for boycott and raised black flags in 
the interiors to restrain the public from participating in the 
functions. 

PW-5, Superintendent of Police, Dhalai District, 
Tripura. He categorically stated in his examination-in-chief 
that he has brought the carbon copies of FIPs mentioned at 
S. No. 19 to 24, in para 2 of his affidavit The said FIRs 
pertain to the incidents, which had taken place in the 
jurisdiction of his district The certified copies of the FIRs 
have been placed on' record and exhibited as Ex.P-SA/V-l 
(Colly) and Ex.P'-5AA/-2 (Colly). He further deposed that 
besides the incidents mentioned above, three other incidents' 
had taken place in the month of November, 2009; February, 
2010; and March, 2010, for which separate FIRs were 
lodged. He categorically stated in his evidence that in the 
incident of November, 2009, in an ambush one Rifleman -lost 
his life. In the incident of February, 2010, one Rifleman w/as 
injured and in the incident of March, 2010, firing took place 
by the members of the NLFT All the three incidents 
pertained to NLFT group. Certified copies of the FIRs are 
placed on record and exhibited as Ex.P-bAN-3 (Colly): This 
witness further categorically deposed that deposition made 
in his affidavit vv^as on the basis of incidents which had taken 
place as well as on the basis of intelligence reports received 
from the Special Branch of. the State, Department of Home, 
with regard to involvement of members of the AATF and 
NLFT in subversive activities in the State of Tripura. 

PW-6, the Superintendent of Police (Special Branch), 
Tripura, vehemently deposed in his evidence that the NLFT 
and the A TTF are underground extremist organizations and 
are indulging in extremist activities and extortion on the basis 
of circulars issued by the associations, under'the garb of 
illegal recovery of tax, copies of one such circular and notice 
were placed on record and exhibited as Ex. If BAA/-3 Ex.P- 
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8AA/-4, respectively. He further stated that such circulars are 
recovered either from the villagers or at the time of surrender 
of member(s) of the said organizations or when the raids are 
conducted. Circular (Ex.P-dAA/-3) was recovered pursuant to 
a raid conducted on 28.6.2008, and is subject matter of an 
FIR number of which is endorsed on the copy of the circular 
itself at point ‘G’. He specifically stated that he has personal 
knowledge that such circulars continue to be issued on the 
basis of which poor villagers are made to pay money to 
these organizations. During the course of his duties and on 
Information received, a list of extremist camps of the NLFT 
and the ATTF, operating in Bangladesh has been prepared 
and.placed on record at page 70 of the paper book, which is 
exhibited as Ex.P’6/W-1. He further deposed that he is In¬ 
charge of the Interrogation Cell, where the militants are 
interrogated after being arrested or on their surrendering and 
the interrogation is conducted by a team of interrogators 
including the DSP and representatives of BSF, CRPF, 
Assam Rifles, Special Bureau, Intelligence Bureau etc. He 
also produced the interrogation reports dated 16.6.2009 and 
04.01.2009. Copies thereof have been placed on record and 
exhibited as Ex.P-6AA/-2 (Colly) and Ex.P-6/W-3 (Colly). 
This witness also deposed that the intelligence reports are 
also collected by the Special Branch on the basis of secret 
information received from various sources. 

PW-7 is working as Deputy Superintendent of Police 
(Central) Agartala, West Tripura, who deposed before this 
Tribunal that the incidents mentioned in paras 3 to 8 in his 
affidavit are subject matter of the illegal and subversive 
activities of ATTF. In the incident held on 1.10.2008, four 
bomb blasts took place and one live bomb was detected at 
Motor Stand on the same evening. On 5.10.2008, another 
bomb was detected near Radhamadhab Mandir and was 
defused by Bomb Disposal Team. A mobile pfior^e with a 
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SIM card attached with the bomb ivas recovered and seized. 
Six cases were registered under various Sections of Indian 
Penal Code, copies of. which have been placed on record. 
He further deposed that on the basis of the field information 
and on his personal knowledge, he state that both the 
organizations the ATTF and the NLFT continue with their 
illegal and unlawful activities in the State of Tripura. 

PW-8 is the Deputy Superintendent of Police, CID, 
Tripura. He deposed that he is posted as Dy. SP (CID), 
since the year.2009 and during the course of his duties, he 
had come across the illegal constitution of NLFT and tax 
circular, circulated by the NLFT in the State of Tripura. Copy 
of the tax circular is placed on record and exhibited as Ex.P- 
fi/W-3 and the tax notice of NLFT, recovered from the 
possession of extremists pursuant to an encounter dated 
28.6.2008 by the security agencies in the State of Tripura, is 
placed on record at page 68 of the paper book and the same 
is exhibited as Ex.P-8A/\/-4. Copies of illegal Constitution of 
the NLFT and the ATTF have been also placed on record 
and exhibited as Ex. P-8/W-1 (Colly) and Ex.P-8/W-2 (Colly), 
respectively. He further made the categorical deposition that 
as per the information received, the ATTF and the NLFT and 
their factions are carrying out illegal activities in the State of 
Tripura, with the objective of achieving their professed aim of 
establishing an independent ‘B.orokland Tripura’ by creating 
terror in the minds of the people. 

P.W-9, who is^also working as. Deputy Superintendent 
of Police, CID, Tripura, Agartala appeared before this 
Tribunal and deposed that, the ATTF is an underground 
extremist organization, which has illegally framed its 
Constitution, copies of which have been circulated in the 
State of Tripura in a clandestine manner. Copy of the 
Constitution of the ATTF stood already exhibited as Ex.P- 
8/W-2. He further deposed that on 1.10.2008, the ATTF 
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militants carried out series of explosions at Agartala town, 
wherein large number of people were seriously injured and a 
detailed investigation was carried out, charge sheet in the 
matter has been filed and the case is pending. He 
categorically stated that both the organizations ATTF and 
NLFT and their factions are involved and responsible for 
subversive activities in the State of Tripura with the aim and 
object of liberating Tripura from the Indian Union. He further 
deposed that based on intelligence reports . and field 
exercises carried out, he has the personal knowledge that 
both the associations have procured lethal weapons such as 
land mines, Rocket Launchers, RPGs, etc., which are being 
used against the security forces. ■ 

PW-10 is the Officer-in-charge of Mungaikami Police 
Station, West Tripura, who has been working at Mungaikami 
Police Station since 2007. He stated that for the incident 
dated 26.4.2008, which is detailed in para 3 of his affidavit, 
an FIR being No.09/2008 ivas lodged under Sections 
148/149/302/364(A) I PC in the PS Mungaikami, copy of the 
said FIR is also available and already stood exhibited as 
EX.P-3/W-2 (Colly). He further stated that in the said 
incident, a group of 6-7 NLFT armed extremist abducted Sri 
Debabrata Das, Section Engineer, N.F. Railways, Agartala, 
from the work site of Railway, which is under the jurisdiction 
of his police station and also shot dead Shri Dhirendra Deb 
'Nath, ■ Mason, N. F. Railway. The personnel of Tripura State 
Rifle group chased the extremists but due to cover of dense 
forest the group escaped, the rescue operations were 
undertaken and abducted person ivas rescued. 

PW-11 is working as officer-in-charge of Manikpur 
Police Station, Dhalai District. He deposed that based on his 
personal Information NLFT and ATTF and its various 
factions/wings are active within the State of Tripura andJn an 
incident, which took place on 29.11.2008. a BSF party 
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consisting of one officer and nine jawans along with three 
civilians were going to Border Out Post at Gerjan Pasa from 
Border Out Post at Sher. About 2.5 kms. from the Border^ 

Out Post at Sher a group of 30-35 armed extremists was 
waiting to ambush the BSF party and when the BSP party 
reached the ambush point, militants opened heavy fire with 
automatic weapons and exploded I ED (Improvised 
Explosives Device) on the BSF party. They also lobbed hand 
grenades in the driver’s cabin. The BSF party retaliated the 
attack. In the heavy exchange of fire three BSF personnel 
and one. civilian were killed on the spot and two persons 
were seriously injured. Two vehicles carrying the BSF party 
were also damaged. He stated that an FIR being No. 08/2008 
dated 29.11.2008, has been registered under Sections 
148/149/353/326/307/302 IPC at Police Station Manikpur, 
where this witness is the officer-in-charge. He stated that he 
had brought the carbon copy of the original FIR (which was 
seen by the Tribunal, and returned). 'He categorically 
deposed that as per his knowledge, the NLFT and the-ATTF 
are still active in the State of Tripura and are carrying out 
illegal activities. 

PW-12 is’posted as Inspector B’ Company, 17 Bn., 

BSF, Fatikcherra, West Tripura. He deposed that at the time 
when the incident dated 29.11.2008 took place, he was at 
the Battalion Headquarters and on receipt of the information, 
he along with other members of the BSF reached the site 
after the incident and found that three BSF Jawans as well 
as one civilian had been killed, vehicles of BSF were 
damaged and heavy firing had taken place, besides one 
civilian, one BSF personnel was also seriously injured. An 
FIR being no. 08/2008 was lodged, which already stood 
exhibited as Ex.P-5/W-1 (Colly). 

During his examination, PW-13, who is Section 
Engineer in N. F. Railways, presently posted at Assam,

deposed that in the incident which took place on 26.04.2008 
a group of 6-7 armed extremist abducted him from his work 
site and shot dead Dhirendra Deb Nath, Mason, N.F. 
Railway^, however, he w/as rescued, by the police. , He 
further deposed that during the course of his abduction, he 
leafhi that the persons, who had abducted him belonged to 
the NLFT and that their intention was to set up, a separate 
State; that they are interested in forming their own State; that 
they were having large quantity of arms and ammunitions 
arid want to cause terror in the minds of the people at large, 
hie further stated that they were also involved in illegal 
extortion of money from the people at large in the state by 
W^y of circulating illegal tax notices and their further intention 
was to disturb the construction work of the railway line. He 
also stated that the members of the NLFT, during the course 
of their conversation with him and also amongst themselves 
Were threatening that they would disrupt the activities of the 
state in order to achieve their aim of an independent 
‘Bdrbkiand Tripura’ by. liberating Tripura from the Indian 
. Union; ^nd would not mind killing and extorting money in 
pursuance thereto. He categorically deposed that the 
members of the association, during that time, also claimed 
that they were working In association with the 
representatives of the ATTF to achieve the said objective. 
He also named the two of the members, whose name he 
could recall as Mr. Santosh and Mr. Sampa, who were 
carrying arms and ammunitions. 

PW-14 is the Deputy Secretary (Home), State of 
Tripura, who had brought intelligence reports in a sealed 
cover. He made a request to this Tribunal that, taking into 
. consideration the nature and sensitivity of the information, 
the sealed reports may be opened and perused by this 
Tribunal only (the sealed cover was opened by the Tribunal 
and contents thereof perused). He deposed that on the 
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basis of the secret information, contained in the seaiea 
cover, ho had submitted a report to the Central Government 
on 31,07.2009 He further deposed that as per the 
inteliigence reports, the two organizations i.e. NLFT and 
ATTF are continuing with their illegal and subversive 
activities and are also disrupting and causing terror in the 
minds of public at large as well as attempts are being made 
for extorting the money and that they are also threatening to 
disrupt the developrhent work in the Sate of Tripura. 

26. The Central Government has produced Mr. R. R. Jha, Director, 
Ministrv of Home Affairs, Govt, of India as its witness (PW-15), who 
deposed in his ex£*rn»nation in chief that he is the Director in the 
Ministry' of Horne Affairs, New Delhi. He deposed that he has 
brought a file in a sealed cover giving details of the .secret 
inforrnation received from the Intelligence .Agencies, Security Forces 
and the Government of Tripura with respect to the activities of the 
two associations for perusal of the Tribunal and to enable the 
Tribunal to come at a finding in the matter. The said sealed cover 
was opened and contents thereof were perused. 

27. I have heard the argurinents advanced by Mr. A. S. Chandhiok, 
learned Additional Solicitor General, appearing on behalf of the Union 
of India and Mr. Gcpal Singh, learned Counsel, who appeared on 
behalf of the State of Tripura and had given anxious consideration to 
the same. 

28. The learned counsel appearing on • behalf of the Central 
Government and the State of Tripura have . argued that the 
MntifinPitior; dated 03.10.2009. by which the NLFT and the ATTF were 
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declared as unlawful associations, be confirmed by this Tribunal 
based on the evidence of witnesses who have proved that the said 
' associations had continued to Indulge in various unlawful criminal 
activities during the last two years and, therefore, according to them, 
there were sufficient reasons with the Government to declare the said 
associations as unlawful vide Notification dated 03.10.2009 sent to 
this Tribunal for adjudication. 

29. I have carefully perused, weighed and evaluated the evidence^ 
for the Notification dated 03.10.2009 produced before me by both 
Union of India and the State of Tripura. 

Evaluation of Evidence placed on record : 

30. The constitution of the NLFT exhibited as Ex.P-8/'W-1. 
along with its preface seems to have been adopted by the Centnvl 
Committee of the NLFT on 15^^ November, 1994. 


(a) The preface to the constitution contains the basis/or 
the subversive movement of the NLFT in Tripura, it is 
mentioned, inter alia, that the indigenous people known as 
Borok have been completely marginalized by the continuing 
influx of immigration of foreign nationals and that the. 
indigenous people are being exploited, oppressed and 
suppressed due to the menacing chauvinism and 
imperialism of India. There is a threat to the language, 
customs and religions of the indigenous people and there is 
a cultural genocide that is being practised. It is also stated 
that the Government of India has imposed draconian laws 
such as Armed. Forces Act, 1958, the Terrorist and 
Disruptive Activities (Prevention) Act, and the National 
Security Act on indigenous Borok people of Tripura to 
prevent insurgency. It is alleged that this is the regular 
practice of imperialist India to uproot the indigenous people 
from their homeland. It is stated that under these 
circumstances, the nationalist Borok youth congregated at 
Gonda Twisa on 12^^ March, 1989 and formed the NLFT as 
well as its armed wing, that is, the Borok Army on lf^ 
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December, 1991 through the arms operation offensive on 
Twinani outpost under Udaipour Sub-division. 

(b) According to the preface, the aims, and objectives of 
the NLFT include the overthrow of imperialism, capitalism 
and neo-colonialism from the 'Country' by an armed struggle 
for distinct and independent identity of the Borok civilization 
of Twipra; to liberate Borokland Twipra and establish^ a 
People’s Republic Government; to free the Borok nation 
from the social, economic and political exploitation, 
oppression, suppression and neo-colonization and to further 
the cause of the traditional indigenous culture and beliefs of 
the people, etc. To materialize the liberation of Borok 
civilization, the constitution has been drafted and approved 
in the Central Executive meeting held on 15^^ November, 
1994. 


31. The constitution of the NLFT states that it has been resolved to 
constitute a revolutionary organization to liberate the Borokland 
Twipra for the distinct and independent identity of Borok civilization 
and to promote 'liberty of. thought, expression, belief, faith and 
worship. Thereafter, the emblem and official language of the Borok 
people of Twipra have been described. Chapter II of the constitution 
describes the eligibility and procedure for enrollment of members of 
the NLFT,' while Chapter III deals with the rights, duties and 
obligations of the members of NLFT. The organizational structure of 
the party which includes its office bearers such as the President, Vice 
President, Secretary General, Foreign Secretary, Finance Secretary, 
Home Secretary, Judiciaj Secretary, etc. has been set out in the 
Chapter IV 'of the constitution. The functions, of the various 
authorities have been indicated in Chapter V of the Constitution. The 
area of operation of the NLFT has been indicated in Article 32 of the 
constitution (Chapter VI) and it includes the united state of Twipra, 
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Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland, Manipur, Mizoram, Nepha (Arunachal) 
and Sikkim. 

32. Similarly, the constitution- of the ATTF is also placed on the 
record, exhibited as Ex.P-8A/\/-2 (Colly). The motive and objective of 
the ATTF is to utilize all its strength through an armed struggle 
without any compromise for the existence of 19 point interest of 
tribals under the Constitution of India. The ATTF says that it will fight 
for the fulfillment and application of all decisions accepted in the 
Indian Parliament. The seven States of the north-east; i.e. Tripura, 
Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Arunachal Pradesh and 
Meghalaya will form a separate country and for this the ATTF will . 
support all sorts of movements and will utilizeTheir own force for that 
purpose. The ATTF will fight against squeeze, torture, oppression 
upon tribals and for the struggle of their freedom. Article 5 of the 
constitution of the ATTF deals with law and power whereas Article 6 
deals with discipline and restrictions. Article 8 deals with public 
relations and Article 11 deals with contribution and menribership 
collection process. Article 12 deals with the structure of the ATTF 
and all persons from the President to a Major will Be the members of 
. the Centrjal Committee. The ATTF will have two regiments,' one 
called the Bir Bikram Regiment and the other as the Borok Regiment. 
The formation of the organization has been mentioned and the 
Commander-in-Chief of the ATTF will control all bus and regiments of 
the force. The ATTF has its own flag and symbol. 
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33. The aforesaid constitutions of both the NLFT and the ATTF 
intend to establish a separate country and neither of them accept 
their subsistence under the Constitution of India, although the ATTF 
agrees with certain principles of the Constitution of India which it 
seeks to enforce .through its own constitution. This clearly shows that 
the NLFT and the ATTF promulgate a secessionist ideology and do 
not accept the north-eastern states to be part of Union of India or at 
least expect the north-eastern States to form a separate country. The 
two associations, therefore, are indulging in unlawful activities as 
defined in Section 2(o)(i) of the Act. 

34; In pursuance of their objectives, the two associations have 
established the Government of Twipra Kingdom. The documents 
exhibited as Ex.P-8/W-3 and Ex.P-8/W-4 which are circular and 
notice issued by the Government of Twipra Kingdom, respectively, 
demanding payment of some taxes, are placed on record before this 
Tribunal. The said notice has been signed by a person allegedly 
claiming to be the Secretary, Revenue and Tax Department, 
Government of Twipra Kingdom. These documents suggest that 
efforts are being made by the NLFT and the ATTF .to raise funds 
beyond the law of India and it clearly indicates that the same is done 
for arranging finances for running a parallel government. 

35. In support of its case, that the NLFT and the ATTF carry out 
violent and unlawful activities, spread terror and violence among the 
public at large for achieving their objectives, the State of Tripura has 
filed a.chart showing statistics of the number of persons killed, inlured 
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and kidnapped (including security personnel) from 3^'^ October, 2007 


to June 2009 in the incidents relating to the ATTF and the NLFT. The 
same reads as follows:

36. The State of Tripura has also filed copies of FIRs with respect 


to the killings of civilians and security personnel, kidnapping, 
abduction and demands for ransom made by the associations. 
Certified copies/carbon copies of the originals were produced by the 
State and copies thereof have been exhibited as EX.P-2/W-2, EX.P- 
3/W-2 (Colly), EX.P-3/W-3, EX.P-4/W-1 (Colly), EX.P-4/W-2, EX.P- 
5/W-1 (Colly), EX.P-5/W-2 (Colly) and Ex.P-5/W-3 (Colly). Few of the 
FIRs registered during the recent past and also placed on record are 
mentioned hereunder: ~ 

Ex.P-2AA/~2 is an FIR registered in Police Station Manu 
on 2T^ February, 2010, which records that 4-5 
members with sophisticated Arms in OG dress opened 
fired . upon a party of TSR personnel in which a 
member of the TSR was severely; 

(ii) EX.P-3AA/-3 is FIR No. 14/2009 reg'uered in Police 
Station Mungaikami on lf^ .N-''- jmber, 2009, which 
records Suren Debbarma along with a group of 
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NLFT members with sophisticated Arms ambushed a 
party of TSR and opened fired upon the said party, in 
which incident TSR personnel retaliated, to save their 
lives as also arms and ammunitions; 

(Hi) Ex.P-4/W~2 is FIR No.78/09, dated 10^^ November, 
2009 registered at P.S. Kanchanpur, North Tripura 

■ / District wherein on 9^^ November, 2009 at about 10.30 
PM a group of 10-12 unknown NLFt armed ^cadres 
killed eight persons there; and 

(iv) EX.P-5/W-3 is FIR'No.15/2010 dated 5'^ Marck 2010 
‘ • registered at P.S. Menu, District Dhalai, Tripura 
wherein it has been reported that on 2'^^-March, 2010 
at 7.30 PM, a group of 20 SOG personnel of 
Battalion of TSR, on special duty, were attacked in 
Village of Satpara by the cadres of NLFT and after 
exchange of fire, the extremist cadres were managed 
to escape. During search, five empty AK-47 rounds 
were recovered, which were handed over to the Office 
In-charge, P.S. Manu, District Dhalai. 

37. The large numbers of FIRs registered in various police stations 
in almost all areas in the State of Tripura indicate that, over a period 
of time, an organized plan was put into operation by the cadres of the 
associations to attack police personnel and to ' kill civilians, 
indiscriminately. There are various incidents of kidnapping and 
abduction. It is woi;th mentioning that all these activities collectively 
show that the NLFT and the ATTF extremists are not only carrying 
out subversive activities but also have spread terror among the local 
inhabitants through violence. There have been systematic attempts 
both by the NLFT and ATTF extremists to subvert the law of the lancf 
and their activities would clearly fall within the definition of ‘unlawful

activities’ as defined in Section 2(o) of the Unlawful Activities 

(Prevention) Act, 1967, which reads as follows: - 

“(o) "unlawful activity”, in relation to an individual or 
association means any action taken by such individual or 
association (whether by committing an act or by words, 
either spoken or written, or by signs or by visible 
representation or otherwise), — 

(i) which is intended, or supports any claim, to bring 
about, on any ground whatsoever, the cessation of 
a part of the territory of India or the secession of a 
part of the territory of India from the Union, or which 
incites any individual or group of individuals to bring 
about such cessation or secession. 

(ii) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or is intended 
to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrity of 
India; or 

(iii) which causes or is intended to cause disaffection 
against India;” 

38. It is clear from the above definition that an ‘unlawful activity’ 
defined in clause (o) means ‘any action’ of the kind mentioned therein 
and having the consequences mentioned. In other words, ‘any 
action’ taken by such individual/association constituting an ‘unlawful 
activity’ must have the potential specified in the definitions. 
Determination of these facts constitutes the foundation for declaring 

an association to be unlawful under Section 3 (1) of the Act. Clause 

■t ■ 

(p) of Section 2 of the Act defines ‘unlawful association’ with 
reference to ‘unla\A/ful activity’ in sub-clause (i) thereof, and in sub¬ 
clause (ii) the reference is to the offences punishable under Section 
153-A or Section 153-B of the Indian Penal Code. In sub-clause (ii), 
the objective, determination is with reference to the offenqee 
punishable under Section 153rA or Section 153-B of the IPC while in 
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sub-clause (i), it is with reference to ‘unlawful activity’ as defined in 
’■clause=(o). These definitions make it clear that the determination of 
the question whether any association is, or has become, an unlawful 
association, justifies such decision and the determination should be 
that ‘any action’ taken by such association constitutes an ‘unlawful 
activity’ which is the object of the association. ■ 


39. The intelligence reports produced by the PW-15, supports the 
case of the Union Government. However, it may not be appropriate 
to divulge the details of these documents. The crux of these 
documents is as follows: - 

(a) Both the associations are continuing with their 
secessionist activities and there is no change in their 
demand for succession of Tripura from the Indian Union 
and creation of a separate “Twipra Kingdom”.. While the 
NLFT has been demanding a separate country, since itS' 
inception, the secessionist tendencies of the ATTF have 
become rhore' pronounced with its political wing, the 
TDPF formed in 1997, talking of national freedom through 
an armed movement against “Indian occupation forces” 
and independence from “colonial bondage”. 

(b) The NLFT has been advocating tribalism and it discards 
all sorts of relations with non-tribals in the State, ' The 

. . NLFT cadres target non-tribals who have become, of late, 

' the main target of its violence. 

(c) The main demands of the ATTF include: ; , ,■,* 

.. ♦. (i) All illegal migrants who have entered Tripura after 

1956 should be identified and evicted from the 
State. 

(ii) All illegally alienated tribal lands should be restored 
to'tribals and a separate Tribal Reserve Area should* ■ 
■ be constituted, 

(d) Among the arms and ammunitions possessed by the 
NLFT, there are lethal weapons such as automatic 
weapons including AK series rifles, rocket launchers and . 
mines/ lEDs while the ATTF also possesses a large 
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number of weapons including AK series rifles,' 
grenade/rocket launchers and mines/IEDs. Both the NFT 
and the ATTF are engaged in violent activities resulting in 
killing of security personnel, civilians, undermining the 
authority of the State and spreading terror, violence and 
fear among the common people for achieving their aims 
objectives. Both the associations have established and 
maintained camps in a neighbouring country for the 
purpose of escaping, training and procurement of arms 
and ammunition. 


(e) The main object of both the associations seems to be the 
secession of Tripura from Union of India and to achieve 
their professed objective they are engaged in 
intimidation, extortion and looting of civilian population for 
raising of funds. They are also learnt to have made 
efforts to establish contacts with other hostile 
organizations for influencing public opinion. 

(f) According to the view point of the Union Government and 
the State of Tripura, lifting of ban from the said 
associations and any laxity in counter insurgency 
operation would give the associations an opportunity to 
recoup. There is also a need to intensify counter 
insurgency operations against the associations in order to 
maintain pressure and to choke its money supply through 
extortion, 


40. In the affidavit filed in evidence by PW-15, it has been 
categorically mentioned that efforts have been made by the cadres of 
both the associations to target non-tribals and security personnel and 
thewse attacks on non-tribals have given rise to frequent ethnic 
tensions between the tribals and the Bengalis in the recent past in 
which innocent people have fallen victim and which has caused a 
wide schism between the tribals and non-tribals in the state leading to 
volatile ethnic situation and therefore, the Central Government was of 
the opinion that circumstances exist which render it necessary to give 
effect to the notification declaring these associations as ‘unlawful’ 


with immediate effect. 
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41. The evidence produced both by the Central Government and 
the State of Tripura, coupled with the absence of any denial of these 
facts by the NLFT or by the ATTF or any contest by either of them, 
the submission of learned counsel for the State of Tripura should be 
accepted and it must be held that these documents manifest an 
intention of the NLFT and the ATTF to create a divide between tribals 
and non-tribals, which is an unlawful activity under Section 2(o) of the 
Act^inasmuch as it seeks to provoke a group of individuals to secede 
from’ the Union of Indian. 

42.. A'collective analysis of the entire evidence on record leaves no 
room. for. doubt that the activities of the NLFT and the ATTF are 
unlawful and that the conclusion of the Central Government that both 
the associations have been engaging in subversive and violent 
activities, undermining the authority of the Central Government and 
spreading terror and violence among the people for achieving their 
objectives is fully justified. The opinion of the Central Government 
that, -both the associations are maintaining relations with other 
unlawful associations with the aim to mobilize support and that they 
are engaged in violent and unlawful activities, in pursuance of their 
aims and objectives, which are prejudicial to the sovereignty and 
integrity of India is also justified. 

43. The Central Government as well as the State of Tripura have 
led sufficient evidence in support of the conclusion that both the 
associations have indulged in killing civilians and personnel belonging 
to police and security forces, extortion of funds from the public at 
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large in Tripura, establishing and running camps in a neighbouring 
country for the purpose of safe shelter, training, procurement of arms 
arid ammunition etc. and causing communal clashes between the 
tribal and non-tribal communities in Tripura. 


44. The Hon’ble Supreme Court in Jamaat-E-lslami Hind Versus 
Union of /nd/a; 1995 (1) SCC 428 has held that the Tribunal 
adjudicating a Notification issued by the Government banning an 
organization as an unlawful association can devise a suitable 
procedure to examine and test the credibility of the materia) placed 
before it, before it decides to accept the same for determining the 
existence of sufficient cause for declaring the association to be 
unlawful. It was held by the Hon’ble Supreme Court in this case that 
the material placed before the Tribunal need not be confined only to 
legal evidence in the strict sense. Para 22 of the judgment of the 
Supreme Court in Jamaat-E-Islami Hind’s case (supra) is relevant 
and is extracted below 

“It is obvious that the unlawful activities of an 
association may quite often be clandestine in nature 
and, therefore, the source of evidence of the unlawful 
activities may require continued confidentiality in public 
interest In such a situation, disclosure of the source of 
such information, and, may be, also full particulars 
thereof, is likely to be against the public interest The 
scheme of the Act and the procedure for inquiry 
indicated by the Rules framed thereunder provide for 
maintenance of confidentiality, whenever required in 
. . public interest. However, the non-disclosure of 
sensitive information and evidence to the association 
and its office-bearers, whenever Justified in public 
interest, does not necessarily imply its non-disclosure to 
the Tribunal as well. In such cases where the Tribunal 
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is satisfied that non-disclosure of such information to 
the association or its office-bearers is in public interest, 
it may permit its non-disclosure to the association or its 
office-bearers, but in order to perform its task of 
adjudication^ as required by the Act, the Tribunal can 
look into the same for the purpose of assessing the 
credibility of the information and satisfying itself that it 
can safely act oh the same. In such a situation, the 
Tribunal can devise a suitable procedure whereby It can 
itself examine and test the credibility of such material 
before it decides to accept the same for determining the 
existence of sufficient cause for declaring the 
association to be unlawful. The materials need not be 
confined only to legal evidence in the strict sense. 

Such a procedure would ensure that the decision of the 
Tribunal is an adjudication made on the points in' 
controversy after assessing the credibility of the 
material it has chosen to accept, without 'abdicating its 
function by merely acting on the ipse dixit of the Central 
Government. Such a course would satisfy the minimum 
requirement of natural. justice tailored to suit the, 
circumstances of each case, white protecting the rights 
of the association and its members, without 
jeopardizing the public interest. This would also ensure 
that the process of adjudication is not denuded of its 
content and the decision ultimately rendered by the 
Tribunal is reached by it on all points in controversy 
after adjudication and not by mere acceptance of the 
opinion already formed by the Central Government." 

45. There is sufficient evidence that has been led by the Central 
Government and the State of Tripura to the effect that both the 
associations have mobilized their cadres for escalating their 
secessionist, subversive and violent activities, sealed cover 
containing secret information has also been produced and has been 
perused by the Tribunal. They have propagated anti-national, 
activities in association with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and 
integrity. Both the associations have repeatedly indulged in killing of 
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civilians, police and security forces personnel through illegal arms 
and ammunition. Under the circumstances, the Central Government 
has shown sufficient cause for confirming the declaration made under 
Section 3(1) of the Act as well as under Section.3(3) of the Act. 

46. On a careful evaluation of the evidence produced and the 
arguments advanced, by both the Union of India and the State of 
Tripura, I find the testimony of the Government witnesses to be 
credible and reliable and can be safely acted upon for confirming the 
Notification dated 03.10.2009. 

47. For the foregoing reasons, I am satisfied that there is sufficient 
cause for declaring both the NLFT and the ATTF and their factions as 
unlawful associations. This Tribunal, accordingly, confirms the 
declaration made by the Central Government vide notification dated 
03.10.2009 issued under sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967.
